In Congress Garbled by The 
and Other Populist Papers.

The Populist* have recently distri- 
buted in Indiana a lir^e number of band 
bills containing the purported expressions 
if the late Secretary Blaine on the silver 
luestion: "The greatest Republican 
statesman." as he is called In the hand- 
bills, is quoted as unconditionally op- 
posed te the gold standard, and it it mide 
,ppear that the distinguished statcs- 
i would have repudiated the St. Louis 
form if he had been alive today, 
hand hill purports to quote from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Blsine in 1880, 
but Mr. Blsine made no speech on the 
money question in that year. ami the an 
thorof the haud-blll is willfully mislead- 
ing. The paragraphs in question, how- 
ever, are found in a speech delivered by 
Mr. Blaine in the United Slates Senate 
February 7th, 1878. Standing alone, 
these paragraphs make it appear that Mr. 
Blaine was a rabid anti-gold man. but 
when read in the order in which they ap- 
pear in the text the dishonesty of the au- 
thors of the hand bill sppesre. The Senate 
had under consideration House Bill 109a. 
to authorize the free coinage of the stand- 
ard silver dollar and to restore its legsl 
tender character. AlmoBt at the outset 
of his speech Mr. Blaine said— and this 
part of the quotation in the Indiana 
circular: 

•No power was conferred en Congress 
declare UJat either metals should be 
money. Congress has. therefore, in my 
judgment, no power to demonetize silver 
any more than to demonetize gold; no 
power to demonetize either any mere 
than to demonetize both. Few persons 
can be found, 1 apprehend, who will 
maintain that Congress possesses the 
power to demonetize both gold and sil- 
ver, or that Congress could ba justified in 
prohibiting the 1 coinage of both; and yet 
in logic and legal construction it would 
be difficult to show where and why the 
power of Congress over silver is greater 
than over gold— greater over either than 
over the two. If, therefore, silver bus 
been demonetized. I am in favor of re- 
monetizing it. If its coinage has been 
prohibited. 1 am in favor of ordering it to 
be resumed. If it has been restricted. I 
am in favor of having it enlarged." 

Read by itself, this appears to be a 
pretty strong denunciation of the action 
Congress, smacking strongly of the 
ime of '73" order of oratory which 
been flooding Congress for years 
t. In the very next paragraph Mr 
ine said: 

However men may differ about causes 
I prices, all will admit that witUin a 



will quickly draw from us the M00.000. 
000 of gold coin still in our midst. And if 
we coin a silver dollar of full legal lender, 
obviously below the current value of the 
gold dollar, we are opening wide our doors 
and inviting Europe to take our gold 
And with our enld flowing out from us 
we arc forced to the single silver standard^ 
and our relations with the leading com- 
mercial counttiesof Che world are at once 



When Mr. Blaine delivered this speech 
the silver contained in a standard silver 
dollar was worth 92 cents in gold, instead 
of 52 cents as now. Although tire was a 
difference of 4ft cents in favor of the sil- 
ver dollar of 1878 as compared with that 
of 1806, Mr. Blaine called attention to the 
disparity of Ihe metallic ratio. He says; 
'The question before Congress, then, 
Ined in the pending House 
Mil) is whether it is now safe and expo 
st free coinage to the silver 
dollar of 4121 grains with the Mints of 
the Latin L'Dion closed and Germany not 
permitting silver to be coined as money. 
At current rates of silver, the free coinage 
of a dollar containing 412* grnins, worth 
in gold about 92 cents, gives an illegiti- 
mate proflt to the owner of the bullion, 
enabling him to take 92 cents worth of it 
to the Mint and get it stamped as coin 
and force his neighbor to take it for a full 
dollar. This is an undue and an unfair 
advantage which the Government has no 
right to give to the owner of silver bul 
lion, and which defrauds the man who is 
forced to take the dollar. And it a 
edly follows that if we give free 
oinage to this dollar of inft 
'alue and put it in circulation, we do so 
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ace in the relative values of gold and 
her, and that silver is worth less or gold 
worth more in the money markets of 
le world in 1878 than in 187:1, wben the 
irther coinage of silver dollars was pro 
ibited in this Congress. To remonelize 
now as though the facts and circum- 
ances of that day were surrounding us, 
is to willfully and blindly deceive our- 
selves. If our demonetization were the 
only cause for the decline in the value of 
silver, then remonctization would be its 
proper and effectual cure. But other 
causes beyond our control have been far 
more poteutially operative than the sim 
pie fact of Congress prohibiting its fur- 
ther coinsge, and as legislators we are 
bound to take cognizance of these causes. 
The demonetization of silver in the great 
German Empire snd the consequent par- 
tial, or well nigh complete, suspension of 
coinage in the Governments of the Latin 
Union have been the leading dominant 
causes for the rapid decline in the value 
of silver." 

REHOXETIZATIOS I If PR ACTIO ABLE. 

Mr. Blaine then gave his reasons why 
the remenetitatlon of silver is impracti- 
cable, and was so unpatriotic as to base 
hit objections on the non concurreni 
and want of eo-operatlon of the Euro- 
pean Nations . He tays; 

"By our line of policy, in a Joint move 
meat with other Nations, to remonetite 
is very simple snd very direct. The dim 
cult problem is, what we shall do wben 
we aim to re establish silver without a co- 
operation of European powers, and really 
as an advance movement to coerce them 
there into the same policy. Evidently 
the first dictate of prudence is to coin 
such a dollar as will, not only do Justice 
among other citiiens at home, but will 
prof e a protection, an absolute barricade 
against the gold monometailistt of Europe 
who, whenever the opptrtunlty offers, 



gold; and unless we expect the uniform 
and invariable experience of other Na 
lions to be In some mysterious w H y sus- 
pended for our peculiar benefit, we inevi- 
tably lose our gold coin. It will flow out 
from us with the certainty and resistless 
force of the tides! Gold has, indeed 
maincd with us in considersble amount 
during the circulation of the inferior cur- 
rency of the legal tender, but that was 
because there were two great uses re- 
■rved by law for gold, the collection of 
customs and the payment of interest on 
the public debt. But if the inferior sil 
vei|coin is also to be used forthe e two re- 
served purposes, then gold has no tie to 
bind to us. What gain, therefore, would 
we make for the circulating medium, if, 
in opening the gate for silver te flow in, 
we open a still wider gate for gold to flow 
out'/ If I were to venture upon a dictum 
the silver question, I would declare 
that until Europe remonetizes we cannot 
afford to coin s dollar as low as 4121 
graint."

My own view or 
this question can be stated very briefly 
lieve the public creditor can afford t< 
be paid in any silver dollar that the 
United Ststes can afford to coin and cir- 
culate. We have 140. 000, 000, 000 of prop- 
erty in this country, and a wise self- 
interest will not permit us to overturn its 
relstions by seeking for an inferior dollar 
wherewith to settle the dues and de- 
mands of any creditor. The question 
might be different from a morally selfish 
standpoint if. on paying the dollar to the 
public ere litor, it would disappear afier 
performing that function. But the trou- 
ble is that the inferior dollar you pay ihe 
public creditor remains in circulation, to 
the exclusion of the better dollar. That 
whirh ynu pay at home will stay there; 
that which you send abroad will come 
back . The interest of the public creditor 
indissolubly bound up with the interest 
of the whole people Whatever affects 
him affects us all; and the evil that we 
might inflict on him by paying an infe- 
rior dollar would recoil upon us with a 
vengeance as manifold as the aggregate 
wealth of the Republic transcends the 
comparatively small limits of our bonded 
debt." 

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 



Shareholders in Building and Loan As 
>ciations are not likely to be deceived by 
the arguments of the advocates of free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1. Their 
ments were voiced in a very decided 
way in the resolutions adopted by the 
National Building and Loan Convention 
at Philadelphia last week. In these 
resolutions the Convention declared that 
the interests of all shareholders of Build- 
ing and Loan Associations in the United 
Statis demand that the present standard 
of values, upon which our monetary sys- 
tem has been based since the resumption 
or specie payments in 1V79, shall remain 
unchallenged and inviolate; thst the in- 
terests or every class in the community, 
and especially those ot the great wage- 
earning class, imperatively ilemaDil that 
every dollar in circulation, whether coin 
or paper, shall be equal in purchasing 
power, and therefore equal in value, to 
every other, and that patriotism demands 
that the dollar bearing the Mint mark or 
the United States shall be the equal of 
the dollar or the mott advanced Nations, 
and entitled to full faith and cre lit all 
over the world, and to that end it must 
be maintained free from all suspicion, 
debasement or repudiation. Declarations 
of this character will do much good in 
the campaign now, and the widest pub- 
licity thould be given to them, as a meant 
of helping to make the way clear for
